go into details but to dwell more on questions of principle and to 
discuss the outlook for the future, with special reference to library and 
documentation work, 


First a few words on the general ideas which led to the foundation 
of Unesco, It must be remembered that the Constitution of Unesco was 
drawn up immediately after the last World War at a London Conference, 
convened by the governments of France and the United Kingdom and 
attended by representatives of 43 nations, Unesco is a rather young 


member of the United Nations family and one which has no such great 
antecedents or illustrious ancestors as can be bdasted by some of the 
other specialized agencies of the United Nations, It is somewhat 
surprising that in the peaceful field of culture, science and education 
the desire for organized international co-operation was not felt 
earlier, It is true that at the old League of Nations there existed 
from 1922 onwards a "Commission for intellectual Co-operation" and 

that in 1925 an Institute carrying the same name was established at 
Paris, functioning as an "instrument de travail" of the League's 
Commission, But these were minor attempts, and nothing existed in the 
field of cultura] contacts before the war comparable to the inter~ 
national organizations for labour, agriculture, health and a few others, 
In the pre-war period the task of promoting international co-operation 
was left largely to non-governmental organizations, such as (in the 
library and documentation field) bodies like IFLA and FID, which 
developed, it is true, useful activities, but were too weak to enforce 
their recommendations and get them accepted by governments, The 
influence which can be exerted by a large official international 
organization such as Unesco is obviously much greater than that of any 
private group or organization, We ought, therefore, to be grateful 

to the inspirers and founders of Unesco for creating the means of 
approaching, and eventually reaching such high ideals as are expressed 
in the first article of Unesco's Constitution: "The purpose of the 
Organization is to contribute to peace and security by promoting 
collaboration among the nations through education, science and culture 
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in order to further universal respect for justice, for the rule of law 
and for the human rights and fundamental freedoms which are affirmed 

for the peoples of the world, without distinction of race, sex, language 
or religion, by the Charter of the United Nations", 


This is certainly a most inspiring exordiun to a constitution; but 
anyone who has a little insight into the difficulty of international 
co-operation in general, will realize that the wide-sweeping sentence 
above implies a very hard task and an aim bolder than that of other 
international bodies working in fields where mutual ben-fit is promoted 
by less idealistic and more materialistic motives, However, if we 
succeed in bridging the abysses which separate mankind in the form 
of differences in religion, race, language, political ideology and 
philosophy of life, we shall have created the foundation of a peaceful 
world in which all other problems can be much more easily solved, 


‘The library and documentation world owes Unesco already a considerable 
debt, From the outset the organization has recognized the importance 
of the book as a factor in education and in promoting the well-being 
of men by furthering science and economic progress, It seens, 
moreover, significant that the present Director General of Unesco, 
Luther H,Evans, has been for many years the head of one of the biggest 
libraries of the world, the Library of Convress in Washington, In the 
Department of Cultural Activities of Unesco there is a special Library 
and Documentation Division which has responsibilities extending over 
the whole range of Unesco's very widespread field programmes, The 
division is headed by Edward Carter, who was present at the foundation 
meeting of IAALD in Ghent and gave an inspiring talk which was a source 
of great encouragement and satisfaction to all the participants, 

Earlier than that, when our organization was in its preparatory stage, 
Mr Carter and his colleagues in the Library Division of Unesco had given 
IAALD on several occasions useful advice, 


Unesco evidently realizes clearly that the responsibilities 
entrusted to its staff by the will of the governments represented at its 
foundation are so vast and multiform, that it is practically impossible 
to do all the work at the headquarters in Paris, Unesco needs first 
of all the faithful co-operation of adhering governments, but this is 
not all, Even in the more restricted field of library and documen= 
tation work there are very many sidelines and secondary functions 
requiring specialists and experts such as could never be provided in 
sufficient numbers in Unesco's secretariat, We hope Unesco feels, as 
IAALD does, that an organized group of special librarians and 
documentalists in a large and well-defined subject such as agriculture 
and allied sciences, can perform a valuable task in acting as a sort 





of advisory body in its own field, ‘pace does not permit the 
enumeration here of all the tasks which lie before IAALD in inproving 
bibliography, documentation, library exchanges, in stimulating contact 
between instititutions in various countrics and in raising professional 
standards, ¢ feel that in our field of action our own organization's 
work can be justly regarded as an exvansion of, or appendix to, Unesco's

KUNGL, LANTBRUKSHOGSKOLAN 
OCH STATENS LANTBRUKSFORSOKS BIBLIOTEK 


[The Library of the Royal Agricultural College and the National 
Agricultural Research Centre, ]

In 1849 was founded the Agricultural Institute at Ultuna(Ultuna 
Lantbruksinstitut) , situated 7 kilometres south of Unpsala, The 
Board of the Agricultural Institute granted in 1853 an annual sum for 
the establishment of a library, When a reorganisation took place in 
1932 and Lantbrukshogskolan(The agricultural College) was established, 
the library of the Institute was taken over by the new organisation, 
The library received its present name in 1948, when the last re~ 
organisation of the Agricultural Research Centre took place, 


The Library tries to cover all subjects relating to agricultural- 
scientific research in its widest sense, 


The present institutes of the college are: Institute of General 
and Inorganic Chemistry with Anelytical Laboratory, Institute of Plant 
Systematics and Genetics, Institute of Plant Physiology, Institute of 
Psuology, Institute of Animal Physiology, Institute of Microbiology 
with Leguminous Plant Laboratory, Institute of Agricultural Hydro= 
technics, Farm Machinery Institute, Institute of Soil Management and 
Fertility, Institute of Plant Husbandry, Institute of Animal Breeding, 
Institute of Animal Nutrition, Institute of Farm Management, Physical 
Institute and Meteorological Observatory, Institute of Marketing, 
Institute of Organic Chemistry, Institute of Plant Pathology, National 
animal Ex .erinent Station, National Agronomy Experiment Station, 


At the bevinning of 1956 the Library contains about 1700 shelf 
netres of stock(we do not count volumes), The current serials are 
4580, 


The Library has tried to collect representative works of the 
newest agricultural publications from every country in the world,’ 
After the last war a systematic filling of all gaps was carried out 
The main accession work still remaining is to fill the gaps in Russian 
Agricultural literature, 


Since the last war the Library has tried to obtain as complete as 
possible a collection of specimen copies of agricultural serials from 
all countries, 

The acquisition of books and serials received through booksellers 
or on an exchange basis is the work of the head-librarian, 

Two catalogues exist in the Library, One of them is alphabetical; 
the other follows a simple subject arrangement, within which the cards 
are filed chronologically, the most recent being at the front, 
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Printed catalogues of the library were issued in 1865, 1875, 
1882 and 1893 From 1893 up to and including 1921 the library 
published lists of accessions in the annual report of the Agricultural 


Institute, Since 1933 library accessions have been recorded in 
Sveriges offentliga bibliotek, Accessionskatalog, an annual union 
catalogue of the more important Swedish scientific libraries, It 
includes, however, only works printed abroad, Since 1945 the 
library's accessions have also appeared in a quarterly list of ~ 
accessions in Swedish agricultural libraries published in Kungl, 
Lantbruksakademiens tidskrift, The library itsolf has published 
since 1946 /ccession i urval, a mimeographed select list of accessions, 
and (from 1954-56) Anteckningar om lantbruksserier, which listed new 
agricultural serials, started after 31 December 1953, whether held in 
the Library or not, 


The staff has now the following members: 1 librarian, 1 assistant 
librarian, 1 library assistant, I junior assistant, and 1 porter, The 
librarian is the editor of Kungl, Lantbrukshtgskolans annaler, an 
annual publication, in which a number of the results from the institutes 
are included, 


The number of loans registered in the library during 1955 
excluding loans in the reading room, was 26971, The library maintains 
exchange relations with 755 institutions abroad, 


Each week some of the periodicals received during the past week 


circulate in the institutions of the college, 


The Library lends books and periodicals to other libraries both 
in Sweden and abroad and tries to locate the publications required by 
research workers in other libraries, wherever they may be, 


The library is exclusively scientific, and is open not only to 
students and research workers of the college, but also to private 
individuals, institutes, factorics and other organizations interested 
in the subjects covered, 





COMMUNICATIONS TO MEMBERS 





Report_on the Meeting of the Executive Committee and of the 
Working Committee on the Bulletin, I,A,A.L.D.at Munich, 


3 and 4 September 1956, 








On the occasion of the meeting of the Council of IFLA at the 
Technische Hochschule, Munich, September 1956, the Executive Committee 
and the Working Committee on the Bulletin met for the purpose of 
reporting progress and discussing current problems, For the sake of 
convenience the two committees combined their sessions, In the 
absence of Mr,.F.E.Mohrhardt, the President of 1,4,4.L.D., the chair 
was taken by Dr.S,.von Frauendorfer, Vice-President, There were also 

resent: the Treasurer (Mr .T.P.Loosjes), the editor of the Bulletin 

Mr .D.H.Boalch), M, D.Kervégant, Mr,K.Baer (representing the President), 
Prof ,Camerani (representing the Secretary) and Dr Griesau (representing 
Prof.Gleisberg), Mme, G,Duprat (Paris), Dr.P.Scherrer (Zurich), and 
Dr Kreft (Technische Hochschule, Munich) attended as observers, 


1, After letters had been read from the President, and from the 
Secretary apologizing for his absence caused by a motor accident, the 
meeting proceeded to business, Reports presented by the Treasurer 
and by the Chairman of the Working Committee on the Bulletin were 
received and adopted, 


2, The problem of the Secretariat of the Association then came 
under discussion, In view of the fact that the Secretary (Mr.H, 
Jenssen, F,A,0,)had not found it possible to discharge the functions 
of his office during the past year, a solution was sought whereby 
the general business of the association could be adequately handled, 
The meeting decided to ask M, Kervégant to act as Assistant Secretary 
for the time being until Mr,Jenssen should be able to deal with the 
work of the Secretariat, M, Kervézant agreed, subject to the approval 
of his Director, 


3, It was reported that anplications to subscribe to the Quarterly 
Bulletin had been received from several organizations (institutions of 
certain kinds, booksellers, etc) who for one reason or another were 
orevented from becoming members of the association, The mecting 
felt that provision should be made for cases such as these, and it 
was decided that the Treasurer should be empowered to accept 
subscription orders for the Bulletin from booksellers and other non- 
members, at an annual rate of 50 swiss francs, 


4, After considerable discussion it was resolved to abandon the 
present mimeographed format of the Bulletin in favour of printing, 
either by offset or letterpress, Messrs.,Loosjes and Boalch were 
asked to examine the two alternative methods in the light of financial 
and other considerations, and to decide between them, the new method 
of production to be adopted with Volume 2 Number 1 (January 1957). 
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5. The meeting went on to consider the publications programme 
of the Association, It was decided that the first project to be 
taken in hand was a World Directory of Agricultural.Libraries and 
Documentation Centres, and Mr,D.H.Boalch was asked to submit to the 
President an estimate of the cost of producing such a directory, 
of a similar type to that issued by the International Institute 
of Agriculture in 1939, but embodying rather less detailed information 
and presented in one language instead of two, Secondly, the 
production of an Annotated List of Current Bibliographies in 
Agriculture and Related Subjects was discussed; on this point it 
was decided to take no action until the publication of the forth 
coming bibliogravhies of Drs,.Blanchard and Ostvald and of Dr.Lauche 
made it clear how much of the ground would be covered by these 
works, The meeting further considered the possibility of revising 
existing classification schemes in the field of agriculture, and 
also the resumotion of the International Bibliograohy of Agricultural 
Economics formerly published by the International Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, 


6, Finally the working programmes of the five Working Committees 
of the association came under review, viz, the Committees on the 
Bulletin, on Bibliography, on Classification, on Exchange, and on 
Professional Problems,

Librarians from agricultural and forestry 
libraries had a special meeting at which Vibeke Ammundsen 
(Denmark) opened a discussion on holdings of periodicals in 
Scandinavian agricultural libraries, with statistics on 
holdings from Asia, South-America and European Slavonic- 
language countries. A suggestion was made for co-operation 
among the libraries, as the scant use made of periodicals 
from the above-mentioned areas does not warrant the cost of 
maintaining files in libraries of Finland as well as of 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark. It was sucgested that little- 
used material be divided up into broad seorraphical 
‘interest~areas', each library to have responsibility for 
one aren. Pooling of exchange material, whereby each 
participating Library could draw upon exchange resources 
from other Scandinsvian countries, was also discussed. 
A committee was set up to investizate the problem further. 
On the committee are B.Bjgrlykke (Norway), Lars Fryholm 
alent Majlis Tulander (Finland), and Vibeke Ammundsen 
Chairman). The discussion will be reported in 
'Tidskrift fOr Dokunentation'. 


The Xth International Conrress of Entomology took place in 
Montreal on August 17-25, 1956. Only once before has this 
this Consress bcen held outside Europe; and Canada was 
happy to be actins as host st 2 time when entomological 
research is making such rapid progresse Canadian entomologists 
were in a position, on the one hand, to report to their 
colleagues the many post-war developments that have taken 
place here and, on the other, to benefit from the presence 
of so many of the world leaders of the science = an 
exceptionally fortunate opportunity at a time when laboratories 
are expanding and so many of the workers are relatively young. 


The sessions were divided between McGill University and 
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Université de Montréal and included also a day in Ottawa to 
visit the National Research Council and Science Service of 
the Department of Agriculture, the latter the headquarters 
of the sovernment entomological service and the National 
Collection of Insects. It seems to have been the general 
opinion of members that the Congress was extremely 
successful, both in organisation and in scientific resultse 
Some 1400 members were present - appsrently the largest 
entomological gathering in history - and over 700 papers 
were delivered; there were also scientific and commercial 
exhibits and special sessions for films. The Congress was 
organised in fifteen sections covering the whole range of 
the science, both pure and appliede In most sections there 
were several carefully arranged symposia on topics of 
current importance, and a few titles selected at random 
Will give some idea of the range of the meeting: Entomology 
of filarial infections; Nature, origin am activity of 
insect hormones; Evolution of social life in insects; 
population theory; Orchard mites and their natural control; 
Distribution of arctic and subarctic insects; Effects of 
legal insecticide tolerances: on world agriculture. 


The Proceedings of the Congress-will be published as quickly 
as possible, and, in any event, during 1957. Size and cost 
cannot .2t the moment be stated definitely, but libraries are 
invited to make enquiries and place orders.

Agricultural Machinery Testing Service in East Africa. For 
several years Governments, machinery users and manufacturers, 
alike, have felt the need for an independent agricultural 
machinery testing service in the tropics. Such a service 
has existed in the United Kingdom for more than ten years at 
the National Institute of Agricultural Engineering (NIAE), 
and under a new Colonial Development and Welfare Scheme the 
Institute is to be enabled to oxtend its influence into the 
dependent territoriese in accordance with the spirit of 
discussions held several years ago under the aegis of 
O.E-E-Ce, the United Kingdom is fostering this development 
in the predominantly savannah zone of which the major part 
of Eest Africa is representatives The work in E:st Africa 
will be undertaken by a unit of four specially trained men, 
directed from the NeIleAsE., ana the general programme will 
be approved by the Directors of Agriculture, Kenya, Tanganyika 
and Ugandae Test regulations and procedures will be based 
on the established practices of the NeleA.EHe Future 
proposals: The United Kingdom Government has offered to 
provide a 'secretariat' at the N.I.A.E., Silsoe, to service 
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a Commission for Technical Co-operation in Africa on 
agricultural mechanizatione The Colonial Liaison Officer 
would be Technical Secretary. The main function of the 
secretariat would be to stimulate exchange of information 
(especially unpublished) and encourage co-ordination of 
research programnese A Bulletin would be published. 
Data, in both French or English, would be collected and 
published, with summaries in the other lansuagee Review- 
type of papers, with summaries, news items and new work 
would be included.
